Daar Mr. Hoffat 

I have reoeivad a letter fro* Senator Oruening today in which he 
is asking for a practical suggestion as to what is left for hi* to 
do. He states that a Senate investigation would not be obtainable 
as the Air Force, like all Government agencies, has the right to 
■ake its own personal decisions unless there is evidence of gross 
■alfaaaance, dishonesty or wrong doing. This I believe we have 
proved conclusively that the Air Force is guilty. After all, we 
have a decision handed down by the Coimanding General of the 
Alaskan Air Command reversing the Air Force and his own Inspector 
General on a year and a half investigation and it was admitted that 
aiany of the charges I brought against the* are true and I have 
statements signed by *en who testified at the Inspector Generals 
investigation that their testimony was charged or deleted from the 
report. In one case the Inspector Oeneral stated that there was 
no evidence that Mr. Mansell had ever been in the plant under the 
influence of alcohol. However, Mr. Williams who testified at this 
Investigation gave me a statement stating that Mr. Mansell had 
beer in the plant on several occasions with a strong odor of alcohol 
on his breath and hr would become extremely belligerent toward 
the men for no apparent reason. 

I have pointed out that this intolerable situation has exttsided 
over a period of years. It would appear to me that there is 
certainly something here that a Senate investigation or some in¬ 
vestigating group could get its teeth into. 

Enclosed you will find copies of letters to Senator Gruening and an 
affi/davit which was prepared by igy attorney, Mr. Hugh J. Wade, Jr. 
which is self-explanatory.

T a>:raa you hava aupoorted me in thla matter for over tw> years for whioh I 
am deeply appreciative. 

However, T do not believe t*e Air Force are innocent of the charges brought 
agal nat than eimnly because they deny than and reject the claims made ageinet 
than. I ballera tha charges that hare bean made by me and oth»r mnloyees 
do indicate gross nalfaaaartoa, dishonesty and wrong doin . In fact, tha 
reversal of General Mecraao- 1 aould indicate this -nd tha other evidence or 
statements will prove it. If a : enata T nveatigation is not possible, a labor 
terartnant investigation or any impartial board outaide tha iir Force would 
be satisfactory. Perhaps if there has been a change in the Tnspeotor General's 
O'fioe that would indicate that they would maka an honeat attenpt to In¬ 
vestigate thie matter would be aatiafaotoiy. Howavsr, T doubt the 4ir 
Foroe's ainoerety in anything they do. 

I feel it la the duty of the Con^rasa to proteot iti Civil Sorvioe employees 
against a altuation I an now laoed with, \fter all, we are denied the right 
to atrlke. Undoubtedly, a aituatlon like thie wo Id heva celled for e strike 
long ago in private industry arel I oeliava that you will agree that it would 
not have been a atrlke against the Government but a strike against the un- 
sorupulous officials responsible for this. I think you will agree that our 
ritfht of collective bargaining ia vary limited. 

1b thie date, owr attorney's billa in thie matter have reached the sue of 
lUto. It will undoubtedly be considerably more before this h ering la com¬ 
pleted. It la ny belief that this was tha Intention of the Air Force to make 
this so expensive that we oould not go on. I certainly oelleva that the 
Congress haa an obligation to proieot ua, especially in view of the feet that 
wa have all ready had a decision against tha Air Force handed down by the 
Grmewrv&ng General of the Maakan Air ^oresand. 

I believe vou have the copies of my appeal to the Ciril Service Comiaaion. 

T will enclose a oopy of an affidavit Drspared for me by snr attorney, Mr. 

9ugh J. I'ade, Jr. and ilgned by me. \a you will note, he has anoroached ny 
defense from an entirely different angle than I had planned. It is a point 
I hadn't thought of but I belleva tha point le -all taken. Jerry believes 
that this will shorten 'he hearing and at the sane tin* make; it less expensive 
for me. Today oa'ng Catur-'ay, I will not be a^le ito' Hiecura this with tha 
Teametar's officials until "on-iay. They mav posaioly have other suggestions 
that I amy not have thought of. However, the mere fact that I have been able 
to keep this oaae alive for ver two years now should indicate that there is 
something definitely wrong. That if the Ur Foroe ia completely innooent in 
thla matter, it would have been impossible lor me to have prepared a dafanae 
that would have kept tills thing alive this long.

Ifcnlal Hartley, the writer of tha attached letter, waa repriaanded by the Air 
Force for tha abuae of sick leave as a renult of a head-on collision in his car. 

■s did not agree with thia and aada a grievance out of it. After one and a half 
years and three invest lgations, the Air Force adnitted they were wrong and stated 
that he had not abuaad his sich laave nor been diahonast in using it. 


Is waa later raaovad froa hia Civil Service position for saking defaaatory 
atatevents about hia superiors and other officials of the Air Force and has now 
been blackballed. Since that tina ha ms contacted his Senators snd others in 
an effort to be rsiaatated but with no iiuccess. He has taken his sppeal as far 
aa hs cea in the Air Force and now has a hearing pending before the Civil Service 
CoHiasion. Local union #959 has halted hia to the best of their ability by writing 
to Senators Qrusaisg and Bsrtlett and Representative Rivers. Other eaployees working 
an ths Job have helped hia financially by saking contributions in the aaouxrt of $900. 


Hartley ia trying to get a group together to organise Civil Service eaployees 
but ths offloers of our local union di> not fsel that this is the aost opportune til 
aa they are in the proceas of organising the State eaployees, and also, because of 
tha ui.fhvorable publicity received by fertley and other cases of the saae nature 
which ara still pending

Dear Mr. Hoffat 

"nclosed you will find copies of several documents which I hope will be of 
interest to you. I want to express my gratitude for the effort that Teamsters 
Local 9 r 9 are doing in behalf of nyself and ny fellow employees who are having 
cons'derahle difficulty with the Air Force. 

I would point out that my ovn troubles with the Air Force started in December 
19^9 when I was involved in a head-on collision with rav car. I was given a 
reprimand for having abused sick leave. T grieved on this issue. My fellow 
employees raised a sum of over $900 for attorney fees and after three in¬ 
vestigations the Air Force reluctantly admitted at the Air Command level that 
management had been extremeLy harsh in the administration of sick leave and 
that Mr. Hartley had nev r abused sIck leave or been dishonest in using it. 

I would emphasise that it took the Air Force over a year and a half to reach 
this decision after they had gone thru white-wash investigations, one con¬ 
ducted by the Inspector General in which the sworn testimony of a witness was 
changed tc zive the impression the Air Force wanted. I have the sipied state¬ 
ment of this witness stating that this happened. There have been other 
irregularities which have been pointed out in ny appeal to the Civil Service 
Commission addressed to Mr. C. L. Bagshaw. 

Tn my latter of January L, 1962, addressed to the Alaska Congressional delegati 
I mentioned a Mr. George R. Moore. Mr. Moore was in.lured in the 3 ower °lant 
at Rlmendorf in November 7, 19^9. The Plant Superintendent refuse! to fill 
out his accident report and he was terminated. M-. Moore had sustained an in¬ 
jured disk in his back. He has not worked a day since this accident, and he 
has been unable to collect workman's compensation. T have a signed statement 
by Mr. Moore written for him by his attorney, M rs. Helen Simpson concerning 
tMs case. 

I have since been discharged from my job and am now beinr forced to use the 
oney which was in ny Federal retirement fund to pay my attorney's fee in 
th ■ master. I firmly believe it was the intention of the Air Force to make 
it r inanc’ally inpossible for me to carry on this battle, to drag it out so 
long that the witnesses would become hazy in their memory of what happened 
and that they would make the reprisals so severe that witnesses would hesi*atm 
to give statements to the Civil Service Conruss on. 

We have been told by the Civil Service Commission investigator, Mr. Reed 

lton that any statements made will be shown to both sides in this matter 
and he has indicated there is nothing the Civil Service Commission car. do to 
protect then. Obviously, mary nmtential witnesses will be reluctant to give 
statements knowing what has all ready happened to me.

We havfe been hoping that somewhere alongthe line we could bring this to the 
attention of the press. The local papers have so far refused to touch it. 
However, we feel it is a matter that should be brought to the public attention. 
PerhaDS you could make it possible for this to be brought to the attention of 
one of the great newspapers or one of *heir columnists who would look into 
this situation. 

It is my understanding that the Teamsters are attempting to organize the Federal 
e-ployee. If this Is true, I hope we will be organized under your organization 
here in Alsska as early as possible. 

We have all been made aware from time to time that the Administration has 
investlgatad your organization and attempted to hlacken your name, ’’’hey have 
been unsuccesaful and you still stand strongly at the head of your organization. 
It la igy opinion that the Administration should clean its own house before 
it atte-pts to clean up some of ‘he labor or anlzations. ,r here Is a very dirty 
comer of the Administration’s house here at Elmeniorf Air Forne Base but yet 
ran like Secretary Zuckert are tolerating, in fact encouraging the intolerable 
situation which we, the civilian employees at Elmer torf are faced with. 

For a period of nearly two years Senator Omening has been solidly behind me 
in this matter which probably accounts for the fact that I have been able to 
keep it alive for two years. But now however, he has apparently taken the 
word of Colonel Wanderer, the Base Commander here that Hartley h <s a bad 
employment record. I think it should be pointed out to him that his support 
in the forthcoming election will not come from Colonel Wanderer and his cronies 
but from Dan Hartley and the civilian employees who are suffering under the 
administration of Colonel Wanderer’s corrupt command. 

If you would care to study the J4OO page transcript that came from my grievance 
hearing in which they were finally forced to rule, at least to some degree 
in my favor, I would be happy to send it to vou. I am certainly hooing that 
you will be able to use some of this information in your battle with the 
Kennedy boys. T know that if you can, it will be helpful to we here at 
r "'».-ndorf aa well.
